On page 3 of the remarks, regarding claim 7, the Applicant argues Yamano does not 
disclose a first sub-endpoint provided in a backbone router that has a network address in a 
public data network and a second sub-endpoint provided in a virtual router that has a network 
address in a private data network The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The claim language of 
claim 7 does not specify a "first sub-endpoint" and a "second sub-endpoint." The claim merely 
recites "a sub-endpoint with a network address in a public data network" and "a sub-endpoint 
that has a network address in a private data network." Regardless, Yamano discloses router 212 
which is interpreted as a sub-end point of a tunnel with the router's address in the address space 
of the public data network and router 204 which is the sub-end point of the tunnel with an 
address in the address space of the data network (Referring to Figure 3, see column 3, lines 42- 
45.) Therefore, Yamano discloses a sub-endpoint provided in a backbone router that has a 
network address in a public data network and a sub-endpoint provided in a virtual router that 
has a network address in a private data network 

On page 7 of the remarks, regarding claims 10 and 1 1, the Applicant argues Garrett does 
not disclose two sub-endpoints. The Examine respectfully disagrees. Garrett discloses receiving 
a packet with a destination address at the router (first end-point) and de-encapsulates the packets 
and then forwards the packet to the original destination address (second end-point) field after' 
decapsulating the packet. The Applicant points to the specification to further underscore the 
intended meaning of the term "sub-endpoint," however the end-points of Garrett are logically 
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equivalent to the claimed "sub-endpoints" and therefore they are anticipated. Therefore, Garrett 
discloses two sub-endpoints.
